Bob Jones University Leads 


In Teacher Training Tests 


In April, Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., the Founder of Bob Jones 
University at Greenville, S. C., made this remarkable report 
on 127 B. J. U. Seniors taking the National Teachers exami- 


University was to neutralize that 
idea in the minds of superficial 
thinking people.

In the letter 
Dean Lewis had from the Educa- 
tional Testing Service, the director 
of the~national teacher examina- 
tions says: The superior achieve- 
ment of your Bob Jones University 
students is drawn more effectively 
by table 3, which shows that about 
80 per cent of the seniors from the 
24 institutions which require all 
seniors to take the examinations 
made lower scores than the av- 
erage of your group.

“T can take that nice, tender 
steak. I can eat it and enjoy it 
even though it has been dedicated 
to the idol, for I know an idol is 
nothing but a mere lifeless image.” 
“Yes, I know,” says Paul, “but 
somebody else might drift away 
from Christianity if he saw you 
do it. Ruin not him for whom 
Christ died.” We should live for 
others: we should be willing to 
sacrifice much in order to help 
others, and not mislead them. 


Christians Should Beware of 
False Doctrine 

“Thou shalt not sow thy vine- 
yard with divers seeds; lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
sown, and the fruit of thy vine- 
yard, be defiled.” Seed? For us, 
that means the Word of God. We| 


have been entrusted with the 
Word of God, holy and free from} 
error. Thou shalt not-fSe divers 


seeds. I want to warn you against 
dabbling with false cults. Some 
think they must be up-to-date, so 
they read everything and study 
everything that they can get their 
hands on in order that they may 
be well read. Often doubts are in- 
stilled in the mind in regard to 
great truths of God’s Word, all be- 


cause the vineyard has been sown 


with mingled seed. 

Here was Elisha preparing a 
meal for the sons of the propheis.

Fullness of Praise vs. 
Niggardly Praise 

I like the way Paul exhausts 
language in praising Jesus. Look 
at Him! “Who is the image of 
the invisible God, the firstborn of 
every creature: For by him were 
all things created, that are in 
heaven, and that are in earth, 
visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for him: 
And he is before all things, and by 
him all things consist. And he is 
the head of the body, the church: 
who is the beginning, the firstborn 
from the dead; that in all things 
he might have the preeminence. 
For it pleased the Father that in 
him should all fulness dwell; And, 
having made peace through the 
blood of his cross, by him to re- 


concile all things unto himself; 
by him, I say, whether they be 
things in earth, or things in hea- 
ven. And you, that were some- 
time alienated and enemies in 
your mind by wicked works, yet 
now hath he reconciled. In the 
body of his flesh through death, 
to present you holy and unblame- 
able and unreproveable in his 
sight: If ye continue in the faith 
grounded and settled, and be not 
moved away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every 
creature which is under heaven; 
whereof I Paul am made a minis- 
ter’ (Col. 1:15-23). 


Here Paul pyramids truth in 
presenting the pre-eminence of 
Christ. His words form towering 
pilasters of truth in exalting 
Christ. 


I do not like the way some 
others seem just a little anxious 
NOT to give Christ the benefit of 
what they say is a “doubt.” Some 
such have said that the now much 
discussed Hebrew word of Isaiah 7: 
14 translated “virgin’’ could as well 
mean “a young married woman;”

If, as THEY say, it could mean 
either, I ask why change it? 

I have before me a personally 
written article from a man who 
(1) is a graduate of Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, (2) 
long-time Hebrew professor in a 
reputable seminary, (3) has had 
large experience and varied con- 
tacts. I do not have permission to 
use his name but to quote him 
directly, ‘“...therefore, (after a 
4-page treatment) we see that 
the word ‘almah’ never meant a 
young married woman.” 

Yes, they burned old-time trans- 
lators for truthfully and reverent- 
ly doing a good job. They will not 
have to burn these—they do not 
seem to qualify. 


Lastly, if the modernistS want 
a Bible, ‘God will allow them to 
have it probably.

“Be Not Unequally Yoked 
Together With Unbelievers” 

The next verse is a warning 
against the unequal yoke. “Thou 
shalt not plow with an ox and an 
ass together.” When the Apostle 
wrote, in 2 Corinthians, “Be not 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers,” he must have had this 
passage in mind. An ox and a 
donkey, unsuited to each other, 
together-—a stalwart old ox and a 
donkey, an unequal arrangement. 
Why? The ox is a clean beast, 
used for sacrifice, and the ass is 
an unclean beast, a type of the 
natural man. That is the trouble 
with all of us; by nature, We are 
just stubborn donkeys. The don- 
key nature will come out in us 
sometimes, even after conversion. 
We may say that the ass is a 
type of the sinner, the man in his 
natural condition; the ox is a pic- 
ture of the servant of God. “Thou 
shalt not plow with an ox and an 
ass together.” .

Such an arrangement generally 
culminates in the backsliding of 
the Christian—unless he breaks 
away. Some think that this does 
not apply to fraternal relation- 
ships. Often when I finish preach- 
ing, men will come to me -and 
Shake my hand in all kinds of 
strange ways. Belong to a frater- 
nal organization? I belong to the 
greatest one on earth! The Church 
of the living God is a wonderful 
society—a secret society of the 
mysteries that the world knows 
nothing about. Why have I not 
joined human fraternal organiza- 
tions? Several scriptures have 
kept me out. I am to take the 
Lord Jesus aS my example. He 
said, “In secret I have said noth- 
ing.” I have to follow Him. Then 
there is this question of the un- 
equal yoke. And God has said, 
“Have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness.” We 
belong to the light. What place 
have we in the secret lodge room? 


Then there is the question of 
Church fellowship. The bane of 
the professing church is its effort 
to get numbers. Get the people in- 
to the church and afterwards get 
them converted’— build up a 
ehurch-membership. Where, in 
God's Word, do you read of the 
apostles of our Lord trying to get 
the unsaved into church-fellow- 


ship? Where in the Word do you 
read that you must get the unre- 
generate in the church first, and 
then do them good afterwards? 
Ordinarily it works out as in the 
case of the boys who caught young 
linnets and placed one on one side 
and one on the other side of the 
canary. They told their mother 
that they had caught them young 
and placed them there by the can- 
ary so that they would learn to 
sing as did the canary. The moth- 
er was rather dubious, but she 
did not say anything. A few days 
later the boys rushed to their 
mother and cried, “Mother, our 
canary is chirping like a linnet.” 
The linnets never learned to sing 
as the canary, but the canary lost 
its song. Christians become ex- 
ceedingly worldly by association in 
church-fellowship with the world- 
ly. Be sure people are saved, and 
then lead them on into Christian 
fellowship. 

This applies also to the mar- 
riage relationship. I never can un- 
derstand how a real Christian can 
contemplate entering into the 
most sacred of all relationships 
with an unsaved person. Some 
seem to imagine that once mar- 
ried, they will be able to lead 
their partners to Christ. It gen- 
erally goes the other way. After 
the honeymoon the unsaved one 
says, “I am not going to church 
any more, or have any more of 
that Yeligious cant in my home.” 
The unsaved one is usually the 
stronger. The other one has al- 
ready disobeyed Christ, so he has 
not much spiritual strength by 
which to stand. An old Puritan 
divine once said, “If: you marry

Bring Revival to

Christians to Be of Unmixed 


Behavior 
Here is one that will come home 
to us, for it is about clothes. 


“Thou shalt not wear a garment 
of divers sort, as of woolen and 
linen together.” Isn't it strange 
that God would not allow His peo- 
ple to wear mixed clothes? It was 
all right to wear linen and wool- 
en if they were different gar- 
ments, but not one in which the 
two were mixed. I want to call 
your attention to the word “gar- 
ment” in this verse.

‘the word is used in two ways, 


meaning both clothing and be- 
havior. Also in our English lan- 
guage, as well as in the Bible, 
garment and behavior are the 
Same word; we have “habit” in 
clothing and “habit” in behavior. 
There are walking habits, riding 
habits, and bathing habits. We 
say, “That young man has a very 
evil habit,” or ‘“a good habit,” 
meaning, of course, good behav- 
ior. Clothing then represents be- 
havior. We speak of someone’s 
garments always being’ white. 
What is that? Behavior. “Fine 
linen” is the righteousnesses of 
the saints. The Bride has made 
herself ready by righteous behav- 
ior. The -sinner’s righteousnesses 
are as filthy rags, just like old, 
defiled garments. Now God says

IV. The Justice of Love 


Solomon is anointed king and is 
seated on the throne, David re- 
joices in the fact that his son is 
on the throne, his “eyes even see- 
ing it.”

III. The Acid Test of Love 


Let us now consider briefly the 
love of God for His Son, in com- 
parison with His love for man, 
See man, lost in the wilderness of 
sin, in need of a Saviour; the Son, 
safe in the Father’s bosom, each 
in fellowship with the other—a 
fellowship that had never, in the 
eternities past, been broken. God 
weighs His love for His Son and 


In this closing thought, we must 
consider this last phase of God’s 
love. Not only does He love His 
Son enough to vest in Him all the 
riches of eternity; and man, 
enough to give His only Son to die 
for His redemption; but when so 
great a price has been paid, man in 
turn must face a tremendous re- 
sponsibility. In Hebrews 2:3 we 
read, ‘“‘How shall we escape, if we 
neglect so great salvation?...” 
The greater the gift, the greater 
the responsibility to the giver. 
Here we have the greatest gift 
and sacrifice in the history of 
eternity; consequently, it carries 
with it the greatest responsibility 
of all time. The very fact that 
man’s great need caused the Fath- 
er to give His only Son as a 
ransom for man, also demands 
that all who reject this Saviour 
of men must be punished. ‘lhe

Do You Wear the Ribbon of 
Heavenly Blue? 

Now we will look at the positive 
side of this question. ‘“Thou shalt 
make thee fringes upon the four 
quarters of thy vesture, wherewith 
thou coverest thyself.” “And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying, 
Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their 
garments throughout their genera- 
tions, and that they put upon the 
fringes of the borders a ribband 
of blue” (Num. 15:37, 38). The 
Lord Jesus undoubtedly dressed 
that way. But why the ribbon of 
blue? In order “that ye may re- 
member, and do all My command- 
ments, and be holy unto your 
God.” God says to His people, 
“You are to be characterized by 
heavenly-mindedness in all your 
ways.” Are you always careful to 
have the ribbon of blue? Do peo- 


true as the sacrifice of His love. 

The question in this verse is 
simple, but pointed: “How shall 
we escape if we neglect so great 
salvation?” Note, it does not say, 
if we reject, malign, or ridicule this 
great salvation; it says merely 
neglect. How true, again, in this 
thought, many who have every in- 
tention of becoming Christians are 
finally lost in Hell, because they 
just neglected the matter of their 
soul’s salvation. They knew they 
were lost and needed the Saviour, 
and definitely planned someday to 
surrender to the Lord, but they 
just didn’t have time to do it to- 
day. The things of earth were too 
pressing and important, and today 
they are in a Christless eternity. 
How. sad and tragic; yet, this is 
taking place everyday. 

Today, we hope and pray that 
our boys who are laying down their 
lives on the field of battle, will not 
have had to die in vain. We hope 
that the things for which they are 
giving their lives will someday be 
realized. In like manner, the 
Father has every right to expect 
that, when men hear that His Son 
laid down His life for them, that 
they, in turn, will embrace so 
great a salvation and turn to Him 
and, with filial love and devotion, 
serve Him who died for them. 

As God looked upon the “tra- 
vail of his soul and was satisfied,” 
so every one who will look to Him 
today will find that He satisfies 
every longing of the human heart. 
So look and live, my brother, live! 
Look to Jesus now and live! ’Tis 
recorded in His Word, hallelujah!

Where you and I come closest to 
the world, we are to manifest the 
heavenly character. Can you say, 
“For me to live is Christ?” Who 
lives Christ? One who wears a rib- 
bon of blue! 


It has been told how, years ago, 
the Crown Prince of France was 
put under the care of an English 
tutor. ‘The Dauphin was of royal 


blood and his tutor was of ordin-'| 


ary strain. It was unthinkable that 


to punish you for any disobedience 
of the rules, but whenever you 
misbehave yourself, I am going to 
point at the purple.” Then one 
day the prince acted in an un- 
gentleman-like way; he was 
naughty. The tutor stopped, poin- 
ted to the purple, and immediately 
the prince colored and said, “I 
beg your pardon.”

ought to have a responsible con- 
science and regular habits. 

Some Christians are so spirit- 
ually childish and immature that 
they do not have any dependable 
spiritual habits.

They do not have well- 
established habits of attending 
Sunday School, preaching services, 
and prayer meetings.

This problem of irresponsible, 
childish Christians was a constant 
erief to the Apostle Paul. He said: 


“Of whom we have many 
things to say, and hard to be 
uttered, seeing ye are dull of 
hearing. For when for the time 
ye ought to be teachers, ye have 
need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of 
the oracles of God; and are be- 
come such as have need of milk, 
and not of strong meat. For 
every one that useth milk is un- 
skilful in the word of righteous- 
ness: for he is a babe. But 
strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both 
good and evil.”—Heb. 5:11-14.

* had plainly promised that if His 


people would prove Him by bring- 
ing tithes and offerings, He would 
pour them out a blessing they 
could not receive, would rebuke 
the devourers that destroyed their 
crops, a preacher brother said to 
me, “I do not think you should 
teach people that they will receive 
a financial reward for giving. You 
should teach them to give because 
of love for God and not for self- 
ish reasons.” 


But I answered that the dear 
Lord had already settled that mat- 
ter in the Bible. If God promises 
to repay those who give according 
to His plan and to prosper them 
in material things, then we ought 
to preach those promises. And 
since such glorious promises are 
in the Bible, since God promises 
such rewards for giving, why 
should we not hold up these prom- 
ises as legitimate and proper in- 
centives to giving? 

“Do not teach people that tith- 
ing will pay; teach them that tith- 
ing is right,” a good Christian 
brother says. But he forgets that 
doing right always pays,and the 
Bible is full of glorious promises 
that doing right will always have 
a reward from a righteous God. 

But is it not encouraging self- 
ishness to teach that God will re- 
compense and reward and prosper 
all who lovingly obey Him in 
money matters? No, it is not! 
There is a foolish idea abroad in 
the minds of many Christians that 
the ord is interested only in spir- 
itual matters and not at all in our 
daily needs. But that contradicts 
the plain teachings of the Bible 
everywhere. How often the Scrip- 
tures insist that God knows our 
weaknesses, our needs, and takes 
delight in caring for us! The dear 
Saviour taught us to pray, “Give 
us this day our daily bread” (Matt. 
6:11). Again the Saviour said, “If 
ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good 
thinzs to them that ask him?” 
(Matt. 7:11). 

Is it wrong for a man to plan 
and toil to provide for the needs 
of his family? Is it wrong that 
people should feel a need for food 
and clothes and housing and other 
comforts and necessities of life? 
Well, if it is not wrong for people 
te plan and work for such things, 
why would it be wrong for them 
to believe that God would stay by 
them, would provide for them 
would repay them in these neces- 
Sary matters, when they lovingly 
do right about money matters, by 
tithes and offerings? 

Is it wrong for an employer to 
promise wages to his employees 
who meet certain definite require- 
menis and do a certain amount of 
work? Then why would it” be 
wrong for us to tell people that 
God has promised them rewards 
for obeying Him in money mat- 


ters? 
It is not wrong to teach the 
fariner that if he makes an in- 


vesiment by sowing seed and till- 
ing the soil, in due season he shall 
reap what he sowed. And it is not 
wrong to tell Christians what the 
Bible so often tells them—that 
giving in Jesus’ name is simply 
sowing, and the Lord of the har- 
vest guarantees the reaping! 


I, “Exceeding Great and Preci- 
ous Promises” in fhe Bible 
That Promise Material 
Rewards for Liberal 
Giving 

It will do us all good to ex- 
amine and study some of the pre- 
cious promises that God has for 
those who give according to His 
plan, and let these promises sink 
down in our hearts. 


1. First, notice Proverbs 3:9, 10: 

“iIonour the Lord with thy 
substance, and with the firstfruits 
of ail thine increase: So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty, and 
thy presses shall burst out with 
mew wine.” 

Here giving is put on an exalted 
basis. We add honor to the dear 
Lord with our gifts, just as some 
monarch in old times was honored 
by the gifts that were fit for a 
king. The Star of India diamond 
Was given tothe royal family of 
England. The queen of Sheba 
brought extravagant and costly 
gifts to King Solomon. So the giv- 


ing of a Christian ought to be 
the kind which honors the Lord. 
The wise men from the East 
opened their treasures and presen- 
ted gifts of gold, frankincense and 
myrrh to the Baby Jesus (Matt. 
2:11). What a privilege we have, 
to honor the Lord God Almighty, 
creator of Heaven and earth, sus- 
tainer of life, with our gifts! 
What a blessed privilege it is to 
bring gifts to the dear Lord Jesus 
Himself, our beloved Saviour! 

The giving here mentioned is of 
material substance. It is well to 
sing praises, it is well to talk 
about God, but God is often dishon- 
ored when we think of Him only in 
terms of church services and not 
in terms of dedicated substance. 

Notice, too,- that the promise 
here is particularly to those who 
bring the firstfruits of their in- 
crease. God wants the first_part. 
Just as a bridegroom wants the 
first place in the love and devo- 
tion of his bride and wants her 
to put him first in everything, 
humanly speaking, so God wants 
the Christian to put Him first. 
What we give to God ought to 
come before what we pay the gro- 
cer, or what we spend for clothes. 
The right kind of giving. means 
that God is put first in our lives 
and first in money matters. 


Then here is the blessed prom- 
ise, “So shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty, and thy presses shall 
burst out with new wine.” Let us 
not avoid the plain statement of 
the Bible. Let us not be guilty of 
unbelief. 
firstfruits are given to God will 
bear better crops! The vines from 
which God gets the first grapes 
will make more grapejuice! What 
is the reward of those who put 
God first in financial matters? It 
is the reward of plenty. That is 
the word that God uses, and we 
ought to believe it. 


2. In Proverbs 11:24, 25 this 
great truth is taught again: 

“There is that scattereth, and 
yet increaseth; and there is that 
withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty. The lib- 
eral soul shall be made fat: and 
he that watereth_shall be watered 
also himself.” 


Here the stra ange paradox is 
plainly stated. ‘““There is that scat- 
tereth, and yet increaseth:” 


Satan says to the Christian, 
“You need this money. You will 
be without. Save it for yourself.” 
But God says, “Sow it! It will 
bring forth, and you will have 
more. Scatter it for Me, and it will 
increase!” 

And in some strange way, to 
withhold from God tends to pov- 
erty. God withholds His blessing 
when man withholds his giving. 

But “the liberal soul shall be 
made fat: and he that watereth 
shall be watered also himself.’ God 
has promised, and He cannot lie. 
One who has a liberal heart shall 
be prospered. He who waters oth- 
ers shall be watered also himself. 

When my sixty-four page book, 
Bible Facts About Heaven, (price 
50 cents) was first written, I had 
a deep impression that God would 
use it to the saving of hundreds 
of souls and to the comfort of 
many thousands. I wanted to get it 
out widely. Yet I did not have 
money for printing and postage. 
I told one of the workers in my 
office, a very spiritual and gen- 
erous Christian, “If you will find 
me a verse of Scripture to comfort 


pme and assure me that God will 


provide the means, I will offer the 
new book free-on a daily radio 
broadcast for two weeks as guest 
speaker on radio WMBI, Chicago.” 

After some days she brought me 
this Scripture, “The liberal soul 
shall be made fat: and he that 
watereth shall be watered also 
himself.” 

Through the courtesy of radio 
WMBI, the radio voice of Moody 
Bible Institute, I spoke on a thir- 
ty-minute program daily for two 
weeks. By agreement with the 
director, I offered free this gift 
pamphlet, beautifully printed and 
expensively bound. 

I had had five thousand copies 
printed. But requests poured in 
for the pamphlet. The mail finally 
overran the radio department and 
they called on other help from 
another department of Moody Bi- 
ble Institute to take over the mail 
and the mailing of the booklet 
which I had given free. The first 
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five thousand were gone, and I 
urged the printer to print five 
thousand more as quickly as pos- 
sible. A total of more than seven 
thousand copies went out in an-| 
swer to requests of those two 
week’s radio broadcast at a cost to 
me of hundreds of dollars. 

But then cash orders began to 
pour in for the booklet. To this 
date we have printed 224,600 cop- | 
ies of the pamphlet. We have | 
heard from hundreds of people | 
who have been saved. It is one’! 
of my books which needs little | 
advertising. Thousands of preach- 
ers have given it to bereaved and 
troubled people. God has helped it 
to pay its way. 

So I sometimes say to my work- 


ers when we come to some finan- | ™ 


cial stringency and need the spe- 
cial blessing of God to pay heavy | 
printing bills and the weekly pay- 
roll of nearly two thousand dol- 
lars, etc., that it is time to start 
giving things away. For God 
makes the liberal soul fat, and he 
that waters shall be watened also 
himself, the Scripture says. 

Cannot the Christian rest hap- 
upon the plain promise of 
God? 


3. Another precious promise of 
material prosperity to those who 
obey God and put Him first in 
money matters is given in Malachi 
3:10-12: F 

“Bring ye all the tithes into the 
Storehouse, that there may be 
meat in mine house, and prove me 
now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it. 
And I will rebuke the devourer for 
sakes, and he shall not des- 
troy the fruits of your ground; 
neither shall your vine cast her 
fruit before the time in the field, 
saith the Lord of hosts. And all 


nations shall call you blessed: for 


ye shall be a delightsome land, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” 

It is true that this promise is 
directly to Israel. Verse 4 says, 
“Then shall the offering of Judah 
and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in the days of old, 
and as in former years.” Verse 
6 says, “For I am the Lord, I 
change not; therefore ye sons of 
Jacob are not consumed.” Verse 9 
mentions “‘this whole nation.” And 
verse 12, quoted above, says that 
the land of Palestine “shall be a 
delightsome land,” if Israelites 
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will meet God on His promise. Yes, 

the promise is primarily to Israel.

use him! For we are children of 
our heavenly Father who is kind 
unto the unthankful and the evil. 
Then the dear Saviour says that 
as we treat others, we will be 
treated. “Judge not, and ye shall 
not be judged: condemn not, and 
ye shall not be condemned: for- 
give, and ye shall be forgiven.” Oh, 
the blessed doctrine that it pays to 
do right, it pays to go the second 
mile, it pays to be like Jesus! So 
mercifully and tenderly will the 
Lord treat us, if we so treat un- 
worthy human beings. 

And in the midst of this passage 
Jesus promises, “Give, and it shall 
be given unto you,” only we will 
receive more than we give, “good 
measure, pressed down, = and 
shaken together, and running over, 
shall men give into your bosom.”’ 
God will see that men give back 
to us what we give to the needy, 
what we give to God’s cause. They 
will use the same measure, but 
will heap it up, press it down, run 
it over! So God sees that people 
are rewarded who give in His 
name. 

Dear Christian, do not be afraid 
to give out of your poverty. And 
you will find that God slips into 
your hand the key to all His trea- 
sury. Give pennies, and God will 
see that you get silver. Give silver, 
and God will see that you get 
gold. 

5. Giving is compared to sowing 
in II Corinthians 9:6: 

“But this I say, He which sow- 
eth sparingly shall reap also spar- 
ingly; and he which soweth boun- 
tifully shall reap also bowntiful- 


ly.” 


One may plant one grain of 
corn or two, and get a stalk of 
corn that may have two or three 
ears and hundreds of grains of 
corn, There is a divine law of sow- 
ing and reaping, and it operates in 
the spiritual world as well as in 
the material world. You may lend 
your money to a bank or to the 
government, and get back the 
principal and the interest. You 
may give to God and He counts 
it a loan and pays back more than 
you give. 

A farmer may sow his field and 
reap more than he sowed. But the 
Christian makes holy investment 
in the Lord’s cause, along with 
love and prayer and faith, and he 
reaps, even of material things, 
more than he has sowed. 

Oh, if we only knew how often 
our stinginess, our niggardly giv- 
ing results in some of our want, 
our lack of means! 


The rest of the passage talks 
about the same matter: 

“Every man according as he 
purposeth in his heart, so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of neces- 
sity: for God loveth a cheerful 
giver. And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work: (As it is written, He hath 
dispersed abroad; he hath given 
to the poor: his righteousness re- 
maineth for ever. Now he that 
ministereth seed to the sower both 
minister bread for your food, and 
multiply your seed sown, and in- 
crease_ the fruits of your right- 
eousness;) Being enriched in every 
thing to all bountifulness, which 
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When I was in Japan a few 
months ago, I found the great- 
est opportunity for evangelism 
that I have ever seen in any 
country in the world, and re- 
member, I have been to many 
countries in my lifetime, and 
please also remember that I. 
ought to be a pretty good judge 
of an evangelistic situation be- 
cause I have been in evange- 
listic work for such a long time.

God is talking about giving of 
our means, and in this case giving 
for the poor saints in Jerusalem. 
He said that we ought to give, 
knowing that “God is able to make 
all grace abound toward you; that 
ye, always having all sufficiency 
in all things, may abound to every 
good work.” Those who give as 
they ought will have sufficient and 
will be able to give again. 

We ought to remember that God 
gives the seed for sowing and that 
God will “minister bread for your 
food, and multiply your seed 
sown.” 

Let us build our lives upon these 
precious promises, with perfect 
assurance that we can never be 
in debt to God. God pays His 
debts. God.keeps His promises. 
God will see that if we sow bounti- 
fully, we shall reap bountifully. 
But if in our giving we sow spar- 
ingly, we will suffer for it. 


II, God’s Sacred Honor Is At 
Stake on This Tithing- 
Offering Matter 


Some people lightly think that 
giving is only a secondary and 
separate part of the Christian life. 
They are mistaken. The issues in- 
volved here are right at the very 
heart of the Christian life. This 
matter involves the honor of God 
Himself. It involves the accuracy 
of the Bible. It involves the whole 
matter of whether Christianity 
works. It is so important that one 
cannot be a very good Christian 
without getting settled some great 
principles on the matter of giving. 
It is so important that one who 
really gets things right between 
him and God on money matters is 
very likely to be a successful, pros- 
perous, spiritual, happy, soul-win- 
ning Christian. For God’s honor is 
at stake. He must prosper fi- 
hancially and spiritually those who 
trust Him and obey Him on money 
matters. 


1. God Must Make It Pay for 
Christians to Do Right 

Of course we know that there is 
a reward in Heaven for God's 
children. Aside from _ salvation, 
Christians are to be rewarded ac- 
cording to their works (I Cor. 3: 
10-15). Of course it is true that 
Christians ought to be willing to 
suffer for the dear Lord now, if 
need be, and when it can honor 
Him. This world is not our home. 
We have a better time coming. 

Yet if God be a righteous God, 
then it ought to pay us to do right. 

A dear old man in his seventies 
urged me to come to Bridgeport, 
Texas, for a tent revival, many 
years ago. The godly old saint fell 
sick and died during the blessed 
revival campaign after rejoicing 
over seeing great numbers come to 
Christ as Saviour. As he was sink- 
ing he kept asking for me, but the 
evening service was in progress in 
the great tent. Again and again he 
asked, “Has the meeting broken 
up yet? Where is Brother Rice?” 


When I rushed to the home af- 
ter the service closed they told.me 
that he had lapsed*into uncon- 
sciousness and would not know me. 
But as I stood by the bed and 
took his hand, his eyes opened, he 
gazed about blankly for a moment, 
then, recognized me. He took my 
hand in both of his old bony hands 
and held it to his breast. He told 
me that he would soon be with 
the Saviour, then he said, “I have 
served him many a long year the 
best I could. It ought to be all 
right when I see Him.” 


Yes, you may be sure it will be 
all right in Heaven; but, thank 
God, it is all right now, too, for 
those who put God first and please 
Him. Jesus promised in the Great 
Commission, “Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” We have a right to His 
help in this life. 


Simon Peter said to Jesus, “Lo, 
we have left all, and have followed 
thee” (Mark 10:28). Would it pay? 
Peter asked in his heart. 

Jesus answered and said: 


“Verily I say unto you, There 
is no man that hath left house, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or wife, or children, or 
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lands, for my sake, and the gos- 
pel’s But he shall receive an hun- 
dredfold now in this time, houses, 
and brethren, and sisters, anda 
mothers, and children, ana lands, 
with persecutions; and in_ the 
world to come eternal life.” 
Mark 10:29, 30. 

One who gives up and forsakes 
loved ones and property for Jesus 
“shall receive an hundredfold now 
in this time,” Jesus said! 

Why is God so offended when 
people do not put Him first in 
money matters? Because they are 
saying in their hearts that it does 
not pay to serve God. Just follow- 
ing that famous passage in Mala- 
chi 3:10-12, is the following com- 
plaint of God: 


“Your words have been stout a- 
gainst me, saith the Lord. Yet ye 
say, What have we. spoken so 
much against thee? Ye have said, 
It is vain to serve God: and what 
profit is it that we have kept his 
ordinance, and that we have walk- 
ed mournfully before the Lord of 
hosts?”—Mal. 3:13, 14. 


Why had these Jews failed to 
bring in their tithes and offerings? 
Because they said in their hearts, 
“It is vain to serve God.” They 
said it does not profit to keep 
God’s ordinance and commands. 

Let us face the solemn truth. 
If it does not pay to bring the 
Lord tithes and offerings, then it 
does not pay to serve God. God’s 
righteousness and holiness would 
fail, and people would have a right 
to think that it was fruitless to 
be good, that it did not pay to do 
right, that being a Christian did 
not help. God’s honor is at stake. 


2. A Faithful God Must Reward 

Those Who Put Him First 

The demands of God are not 
simply for a certain amount of 
money. Is God really in a tight? 
Does He need our financial help? 
Does anybody believe that the 
mighty God, creator of the heav- 
ens and the earth, needs our pen- 
nies, or dimes, or dollars? No, but 
in His loving mercy He has simply 
chosen to let us cooperate with 
Him in His work. He made all the 
gold and silver. The cattle on a 
thousand hills are His. So it is 
not just that He wants our money. 
He really wants us to love Him, 
trust Him, and put Him absolutely 
first. That thought must be back 
of all true giving to God. 


Back of all true giving there 
ought to be a simple trust that 
God takes care of His people, and 
an earnest desire to put Him first. 
In Matthew 6:24-34 Jesus urges 
that a man cannot serve two 
masters, and mammon, or money, 
has a tendency to displace God. 
So the Christian is urged not to 
be thoughtful or anxious about 
what he eats or drinks or what he 
puts on. God clothes the lilies of 
the field. God feeds the fowls of 
the air. Shall not God feed and 
clothe His own, then? Jesus asks. 
And He says to all of us, “O ye 
of little faith.” 

Then He plainly says, ‘““But seek 
ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you” 
(Matt. 6:33). God asks for abso- 
lute surrender. He asks for the 
very first place in our lives. He 
asks for the firstfruits of all of 
our income. And He _ solemnly 
promises that if we seek first His 
kingdom, He will provide the food 
and the drink, the raiment and 
other needs. And God’s honor is 
at stake. 

A good employer tries to reward 
good work on the part of his em- 
ployees. In the Sword of the Lord 
offices, among some _ sixty-odd 
workers, I treasure greatly those 
employees who will stay and do 
extra hours of work with no 
thought of pay, no thought of in- 
convenience. If one of these em- 
ployees is sick, I am anxious to 
see that he is cared for. We pro- 
mote such employees, honor them, 
increase their pay. Do you think 
God would be less faithful than a 
good employer in this matter? 

My father-in-law had an old sad- 
die horse, worn out in service. 
When he was too stiff to ride and 
too old to sell, he was still kept 
on the farm. He stayed fat with 
feed and care. A faithful master 
must take care of the animals 
which serve him well. Would God 
not be as faithful in caring for 
His own? 

A grateful government gives ex- 


| | soldiers hospital care. It pays their 


tuition and fees in college. It sees 
that they get special privileges in 


|| buying homes, It gives them pref- 


erences in jobs. Do you believe 
that a holy God would not be as 
faithful in caring for those who 
put Him first on the money ques- 
tion? 

One blessed saying of the Lord 
Jesus that we have is not quoted 
in the Gospels. Rather, it is quoted 
by the Apostle Paul in Acts 20:35, 
where he urged the preachers at 
Ephesus “to remember the words 
of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It 
is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive.” 

If Jesus said that it is more 
blessed to give than it is to re- 
ceive, is not His honor at stake to 
make it come true? 


In II Corinthians 9:7 a wonder- 
ful rule for giving is put down: _ 

“Bvery man according as he 
purposeth in his heart, so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of neces- 
sity: for God loveth a cheerful 
giver.” 

Oh, God wants happy giving! 
God loves a cheerful giver. 


Of course God loves everybody. 
But someway there is a warmth of 
affection toward those who give 
cheerfully, hilariously, joyfully. We 
are told that John was~“‘the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved” (John 
20:2). We are told that “Jesus 
loved Martha, and her sister, and 
Lazarus” (John 11:5). They were 
such cheerful givers. Again and 
again they took Jesus and the 
twelve apostles into their modest 
home and cared for them. Mary 
once brought a most expensive 
gift, “a pound of ointment of spike- 
nard, very costly, and anointed the 
feet of Jesus” (John 12:3). Judas 
Iscariot said it was money wasted, 
said it was worth three hundred 
pence, a great deal at that time. 
But I can see how Jesus loved 
Mary, Martha and Lazarus with a 
special affection, How the Sa- 
viour’s affection Overflows toward 
those who give joyfully and deeply 
and with loving abandon! 

Well, then, is not the honor of 
Jesus Christ at stake? Will He 
give back to those who give to 
Him? Will He love those who love 
Him? The dear Lord Jesus en- 
courages all of us}to put Him ab- 
solutely first ang to prove this 
by our giving. ill He not see, 
then, that we are cared for who 
obey Him? Does God reward those 
who put Him first? His honor 
must be vindicated by His care 
for those who give as He tells 
us to give.. 

3. Are the Promises in the 

Bible True? 

See how deep this question goes. 
The promises of the Bible are so 
clear, the promises that God will 
reward people who put Him first 
in money. Read again Proverbs 
3:9, 10. Read again Proverbs 11: 
24, 25. Read again the words of 
Jesus in Luke 6:38. Read again 
the solemn promise and statement 
of truth in II Corinthians 9:6. If 
these promises are not true, then 
the rest of the Bible is not true 
either. If God does not keep His 
word about rewarding people for 
faithful and scriptural giving, then 
God may not save those who trust 
Jesus Christ, and God may not 
answer prayer. The integrity of 
the Bible, the truth of the Chris- 
tian religion is bound up in this 
matter. God must fulfill His prom- 
ises. 


This means that not only will 
the Christian who serves God 
faithfully with the firstfruits of 
his income, with tithes and offer- 
ings, be cared for materjally and 
prosper, hut he will grow into a 
profound faith. He will prove that 
there is a living God. He will prove 
that the Bible is true. 

That is what God had in mind 
when He said, “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, 
and prove me now herewijth, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I/ will not 
open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.” Prove God on this 
money question and, thank God, 
you will prove Him as a prayer- 
hearing God, you will prove Him 
as a Saviour for sinners. Prove 
the Lord on this matter of giving 
according to His promise, then 
when you find that it works, you 
will know that the Bible is true 
and that all its promises are yea 
and amen! 

You see, the very honor of God 
is involved. God must prosper 
people who do right and put Him 
first on money matters.

Ill. Experience Proves the 
Faithfulness of God in Pros- 
pering Materially Those 
Who Put Him First in 
Matters of Possessions 


This is a wonderful theory; it 
certainly is enticing to hear that 
God has promised to prosper peo- 
ple, increase their crops, destroy 
insect pests, and use other peo- 
ple to pay us back for all we give 
to Him and His cause. I Say, it 
sounds wonderful—but does it 
work? - 

Thank God, it does work. Exper- 
ience has proven to millions of 
people that God actually pays 
back, many fold, all that people 
do for God with tithes and offer- 
ings given in His name. 

With the widow of Zarephath, 
God proved that what was given 
in His name would be multiplied 
and rewarded in material things. 
The story is told in I Kings 17:8- 
16: 

“And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, Arise, get thee | 


to Zarephath, which belongeth to | 
Zidon, and dwell there: behold, I 
have commanded a widow woman 
there to sustain thee. So he arose 
and went to Zarephath. And when 
he came to the gate of the city, 
behold, the widow woman was 
there gathering of sticks: and he 
called to her, and said, Fetch me, 


pray thee, a morsel of bread in 
thine hand. Avid she said, As the 
Lord thy God liveth, I have not a 
cake, but an handful of meal in a 
barrel, and a little oil in a cruse: 
and, behold, I am gathering two 
sticks, that I may go in and dress 
it for me and my son, that we 
may eat it, and die. And Elijah 
said unto her, Fear not; go and do 
as thou hast said: but make me 
thereof a little cake first, and 
bring it unto me, and after make 
for thee and for thy son.

Countless thousands of Chris- 
tians have testified to me that 
they have proved God on this mat- 
ter. They tell me that it pays to 
tithe. They tell me that ninety 
cents goes farther with God’s 
blessing than a dollar without 
God’s blessing. They tell me that 
increased wages, less. sickness, 
new jobs, better crops, have come 
because they put God first in 
tithes and offerings. And I believe 
them. Their testimonies are so de- 
tailed and explicit and unanimous 
that an honest investigator must 
be convinced. 

Years ago I was in a revival 
campaign in a country communi- 
ty in west Texas. In a daytime 
service I set out to teach people 
gathered under a brush arbor that 
God demanded first place in every- 
thing, that He wanted tithes and 
offerings from the loving and be- 
lieving hearts of His people. Pres- 
ent in that service that day was 
a dear country preacher, Brother 
Kuykendal. He was then, and had 
been for years, county missionary 
in Palo Pinto county, preaching 
in churchless communities, build- 
ing up weak churches, selling and 
giving away Gospel literature as a 
rural missionary. He asked if he 
might tell how God had dealt with 
him about tithing. I gladly asked 
him to proceed. He arose and told 
his story about like this. 


“Some years ago when I was 
county missionary of this county 
the famous Baptist businessman, 
H. Z. Duke, who founded the Duke 
and Ayers Nickel Stores over a 
wide area, came to this county and 
speaking as a Christian layman, 
urged the men and women every- 
where to try God and see if He 
would not make good His promises 
to bless them in material things 
when they gave tithes and offer- 
ings to His cause. After Mr. Duke 
had spoken in one community I 
took him in my buggy to another 
community. Mr. Duke said to me, 
‘Brother Kuykendal, do you be- 
lieve in tithing?’ 

“I certainly do,’ I said. ‘I be- 
lieve in tithing and I preach it 
myself.’ 

“*But Brother Kuykendal, do 
you practice tithing?’ 

“Sadly I had to answer, ‘No, I 
do not. I believe in tithing, but I 
cannot practice it. You see, I have 
thirteen children at home. Every 
meal fifteen of us sit down at the 
table. I receive only $125 a month, 
$1500 a year as salary. I have to 
maintain my own horse and buggy 
for constant traveling. It is just 
impossible to take care of all the 


jneeds of a family of fifteen out 


of $125 a month and have money 
left to tithe. So I believe in tith- 


jing, and I preach it, but I cannot 
| practice it.’ 


“Mr. Duke was a very kindly 


Lord’s cause; then, as I felt led, I 
gave more. In the back of my 
mind I always had this thought, 
‘Mr. Duke promised me that he 
would make it up any time I need 
it. He will send me the money if 
I simply ask him for it.’ 

“But a strange thing happened. 
It seemed our money went farther 
than before. I would preach in 
some country community and 
somebody would tie a crate of 
chickens on the back of my buggy. 
Somebody would put a ham under 
the seat. Or a godly woman would 
put some home-canned fruit in my 
buggy. 

“A neighbor farmer said, ‘Broth- 
er Kuykendal, God has blessed me 
so that I cannot get all my corn 
in the crib this year. I have a big 
wagon load extra that I cannot 
keep. May I put it in your crib 
for your buggy horse?’ 

“Another neighbor drove over 
with a great hay wagon full of 
hay for the cow. 

“It was very strange, but that 
year we had no doctor bills. The 
children’s clothes seemed not to 
wear out so badly. It was a happy, 
happy time. I never did have to 
call on Mr. H. Z. Duke to make 
up the money I had given to the 
Lord in tithes. 

“Then one day, when the year 
was about gone and the test was 
about over, I suddenly realized 
with shame 
what H. Z. Duke said. He promised 
to make good anything I lacked 
because of tithing, and I believed 
him. But my heavenly Father had 
made the same promise, and I 
had not believed Him! I had taken 
the word of a man when I did not 
take the promise of God! Now I 
had proven God’s promises and 
found that He took care of me and 
my big family on a small salary. 
I found that $112.50 per month 
took care of our family better, 
with God’s blessing, than $125 did 
without being under the blessed 
covenant which He has made with 
those who seek first the kingdom 
of God and who tithe.” 

That godly country preacher 
stood there before the congrega- 
tion weeping. With the deepest 


|}emotion he said, 


“Now I have tithed for many 
years. My salary has been in- 
creased year after year. We have 
always had enough. We have never 
been shamed. The greatest spirit- 
ual blessing of my life, aside from 
my salvation, has been in learning 
to trust God about daily needs for 
my home and a big family.” 

God has proven to everybody 
who ever tried Him that He would 
keep His promise. He provides 
for those who seek first the king- 
dom of God, those who bring Him 
the firstfruits, those who give 
tithes and offerings. 

I could not close this chapter 
without giving my own heartfelt

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testimony. As I have written this 
chapter I have been moved to 
tears again and again because the 
floodtides of memory bring to 
mind so many blessings of the 
past. I have six daughters. Now 
for twenty-seven years I have had 
no regular salary. I gave up all 
my life insurance. I vowed I would 
not take a regular salary, would 
have no regular income. Both as a 
pastor and evangelist I have sim- 
ply depended upon God and have 
made no requirements for myself 
financially. THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp has never paid me a cent of 
salary. I have had great expense 
in publishing books and pamphlets 
ind in publishing THE SWORD OF 
THE Lorp through these years, be- 
fore it was incorporated. I have 
spent many, many thousands of 
dollars in radio programs. I have 
held many large independent re- 
vival campaigns for which I took 
all the financial responsibility. 
Thank God, He has never failed 
me! 

At this writing four of my girls 
have graduated from college. An- 
other is a junior. The sixth one is 
in Wheaton College Academy. God 
has always provided the money for 
tuition, the money for clothes, for 
piano lessons, voice lessons. God 
has taken care of us. That has 
been so in the past; it is so to 
this very day. 

Sometimes I will go for months 
in regular engagements and have 
enough love offerings from revi- 
val campaigns to take care of our 
needs, and hardly any money will 
come by mail especially designated 
for me. At other times when I am 
so burdened with editorial work 
I must decline revival services and 
have no other means of income, 
God begins to put it on the hearts 
of people to send offerings for me 
and the family. He never fails. 

In the past there were times 
when I trembled. I wondered if 
the faithful God would continue 
always to supply our needs. Thank 
God, that trembling now seems 
to be gone forever. We spend very 
little time praying about our own 
needs. I pray much, of course, 
about the great work He has put 
in my hands, THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD, revival campaigns, radio 
broadcasts, the free literature 
work, the continual writing bur- 
den He has put upon me. These 
things put me on my face in 
earnest, pleading prayer again and 
again. But, thank God, I have 
learned to make my _ requests 
known to God and have peace, 
without any fret about daily pro- 
vision. 

I started tithing when I was a 
boy. Before I went off to college 
to work my way through I knelt 
under a chaparral bush in west 
Texas in the ranch country and 
promised God that I would always 
give Him a tenth and more.

Jesus was the poorest man who 
ever walked the dirt roads of 
earth. Born in poverty and reared 
in obscurity, He yet lived to en- 
rich mankind. A stable was His 
birthplace, a manger His cradle. 
For twenty years He worked as a 
carpenter in a poverty stricken 
and despised village which bore 
the scorn of man as they asked, 
“Can any good thing come out of 
Nazareth?” 

He began His ministry at the 
Jordan River, with no oganization 
to support Him, no patrons to en- 
rich Him. He publicly began a 
life of poverty that ended at the 
tomb. He preached without price, 
and wrought miracles without 
money. As far as we know, He 
never possessed the value of one 
dollar. How pathetic His words, 


“The foxes have holes and the 
birds of the air their nests, but 
the Son of Man hath not where 
to lay His head.” 


He was an itinerant preacher 
whose parish was the world: When 
invited, He entered men’s homes 
for dinner. When wunasked, He 
went hungry. He sought breakfast 
from the leafing fig tree, but found 
none. He ate grain from His hands 
as He walked through fields of 
corn. His support came from the 
gifts of a few women, and His 
treasurer stole part of the pittance 
put therein. He walked on over the 
hills of Judea and by the waters of 
Galilee enriching men, Himself the 
poorest of all. He slept often under 
the open sky, in the wilderness 
without food, by Jacob’s well with- 
out water, in the crowded city 


without a home. Thus He lived 
and loved, toiled and died. His 
value was thirty pieces of silver 
when sold—the price of a slave, 
the lowest estimate of human life, 
So poor was He that He needs 
must carry His own cross through 
the city until, fainting, He fell. In 
a potter’s field, He was nailed to 
that cross between two thieves, 
stripped of His robe, the gift of 
love, for which inhuman soldiers 
gambled as He died. With no 
estate with which to endow His 
weeping and widowed mother, He 
bequeathed her to the love of the 
beloved John. Then Me gave His 
peace to the disciples, His pardon 
to the thief, His life for the world, 
His body to the cross, and His spir- 
it to God. His burial clothes were 
the gift of a friend. He was laid 
at last in a borrowed grave.
